jingoes for defeat of the arbitration treat- 
ies and a lowered tone of domestic policy 
as seen in the presidential contest were 
features of an address by Nicholas Murray 
Butler, president of Columbia University 
and the American Association for inter- 
national conciliation at the opening ses- 
sion today of the Lake Mohonk confer- 
ence on international arbitration at Mo- 
honk lake. 

Mr. Butler’s remarks were received 
with intense approbation by a majority 
of the delegates. A minority regret the 
use of official deliverance for what seems 
to them a partizan attack. 

The topie at this morning's session was 
the “Status of the International Peace 
Movement.” Dr. Albert K. Smiley, 
founder and host of the conference, in 
welcoming the members his guests, 
said: 

“The one event that stands out in the 
public mind is the action of the Senate 
on the arbitration treaties with Great 
Britain and I rance. be sure, the 
treaties were ratified, and as ratified are 
perhaps a slight advance over existing 
treaties, but most of us had hoped the 
provision in the treaties negotiated 
which, irrespective of public emotion, 
would guarantee the arbitration of every 
question susceptible of that means of 
settlement would be retained. ‘That 
clause—the last of article 3—was lost, 
42 to 40—a very voie. Whatever 
of persona] ambition or political influ- 
ence entered into the result is a matter 
of conjecture. We may, however, infer 
that if the Senate reflected public opin- 
ion, about half the people of the United 
States are not vet ready to make arbi- 
tration treaties of so wide a scope. The 
outcome must be interpreted to mean 
that there is yet a great work to be 
done in this country in the edueation 
of public sentiment. This brings home 
forcibly the need of unity of purpose and 
action among the various peace agencies.” 

Mr. Butler was introduced the 
presiding officer and = followed = Mr. 
Smiley in addressing the conference. 
He said; “In striving to gain the 
international mind, it is necessary 
first of all to learn to measure other 
peoples and other civilizations than ours 
from their own point of view and by 
their own standards rather than by our 
own. Human knowledge has not vet 
been able to master and to explain the 
meaning of the profound differences of 
race or those extraordinary traits which, 
when grouped together, appear to consti- 
tute national character. What clo 
know is that there is plainly place in 
the world for numerous races, for many 
nationalities, and, therefore, for different 
points of view and for different angles 
of reflection. The really vital question 
is whether the time has yet come, and 
if not what can we do to hasten its com- 
ing, when races and nationalities are 
able to cease preying upon and oppress-

NOTES ON ARCHERY 


By EDWARD B. WESTON 


The following summary of “Practical 
Instructions in Shooting,” taken from 
the Badminton library, may be read-with 
advantage by beginners in archery, and 
perhaps by those who are no longer nov- 
ices. The whole chapter is of great value. 

The standing or footing—Take up the 
footing with reference to the object to be 
aimed at—feet eight’ or nine inches 
apart, firm and comfortable, at such an 
angle as ‘may be natural to the individ- 
ual, the direct line to point of aim pass- 
ing through the heels; the’ shoulders ‘as 
nearly as possible in the same line; the 
body erect and easy, legs straight. at the 
knees, but the knees not braced batk. - 

Nocking—The bow to be adjusted in 
the hand between the second knuckle of 
first finger. and ball of thumb, and per- 
The arrow 
always to be brought over the string, 
never. passed underneath, for fear of 
damaging the bow with the pile, and 
carefully adjusted on the nocking place. 
Fingers to be placed evenly on the string, 
with special care that there is enough | 
first. finger close to the nock of the ar- 
row, but not close enough to pinch it 
later. The right wrist bent a little out- 
wards; on the left front the left wrist. 
straight, in its natural position,

shoulders to be kept well down. 


just | exten sion of the fingers. 


Draw 
till the pile of the arrow comes on to 
the bow, and the right hand touches 
the lower part of the face near the chin, 
directly beneath the eye. The hand to 
be brought to the face, not the face to 
the hand. Get as nearly on to the point 
of aim as possible by raising the left 
hand steadily but quickly while che 
foregoing direction is being carried out. 
Be sure to keep the «ight elbow up and 
back, so as to preserve the true line. 


Aiming and holding—Complete the aim 
by bringing the pile of the arrow on to 
the point of aim, and steady it for a 
second, keeping the pull on all the time. 
Be careful to keep the body erect, so as 
not to tip forward, by keeping the 
muscles of the back braced, and the 
weight as much on the heels as possible. 
Take all care not to let the arrow 
“creep.” 

Loosing—Tighten the grip of the left 
hand on -bow, so that both it and the 
muscles of the back may not give when 
the arrow is released. Keep the right 
hand tight to its place against the jaw or 
chin, and endeavor to bring it just suffi- 
ciently back when tne actual release 
takes place to compensate the momentary 
In doing this

pointing in the direction of the object;

Drawing—Body erect and head turned 
toward the point of aim. Weight of 
body transferred more on to the right 
foot than left, and more on the heels 
than the tread of the feet. Muscles of 
the back braced, and the grasp t:ghtened 
on the bow. Both hands raised and 
separated evenly, and under the axis 
of vision of the right eve, the right fore- 
arm and elbow coming up as much as 
possible under this line, the pull being 
effected by this part of the arm, the 


elbow up, so that the hand may not 
leave the face and the true line, nor drop 
down, nor follow the string, be it ever so 
little. When the release is accomplished 
keep up the bow-hand for a second after 
the arrow is gone; retain the right hand 
in its place, and so the arm and elbow, 
then up* prepafatory to nocking 
the next arrow. 

N. B.—Don’t dive the right hand for 
this in a hurry, or the result will be a 
continual change of position and taking 
it up afresh. It is an ugly, though pre- 
valent, trick at the best.

After the tem- 
porary chairman has made his “keynote” 
speech, he will call upon the states to 
announce the names of the men they de- 
sire to place on the standing committee§.

The importance of controlling the tem- 
porary rol] thus becomes apparent. If 
the national committee should decide the 
contests, or the great majority of them, 
in favor of Taft, the Taft delegates from 
these contesting states will select their 
own members of the credentials and plat- 
form committees. If the national com- 
mittee should decide a majority of- the 
coutests in favor of Roosevelt, then the 
Roosevelt contesting delegates will be 
favored in the committee’s. makeup of 
the temporary roll, which would radically 
change the complexion of the two impor- 
tant standing committees above named. 

‘The key to the entire situation, there- 
fore, assuming that neither Mr. Taft nor 
Mr. Roosevelt is to have an .apparent | 
majority of more than 100 to 150, is 
in possession of the national committee, 
whose leaning toward Mr. Taft or Mr. 
Noosevelt thus becomes a matter of the 
first importance and interest. The Taft 
managers in this city are confident they 
will have the national committee with 
them. ‘The Roosevelt managers do not 


_proved 


admit that the national committee will 
be for Mr. Taft. For a good many weeks 
the Roosevelt manarers have been mak- 
ing a poll of the committee, but not a 
word has been given out regarding the 
results of this work. 

A few weeks ago one of tle Roosevelt 
supporters said unofficially, that the na- 
tional committee at that time, seemed 
likely toe give Taft a majority of about 
seven, and it was his bellef that enough 


members of the committee from the 
South could be brought over to the Roose- 
velt sigeto insure a contest decision in 
Roosevelt’s interest. The Taft people at 
that time were claiming a two-to-one | 
majority in the committee, and that | 
claim has not been reduced. 

For many years, including the na- 
tional conventions beginning with Mc- 
Kinley, the national committee has de- 
cided the southern contests in favor of 
the delegates holding credentials from 
the regular conventions and not from 
the bolting conventions. This was the 
case eight years ago, when there was 
an effort to prevent the nomination of 
Colonel Roosevelt to succeed himself, and 
four years ago, when there were con- 
testing delegations from many seuthern 
states opposed to the nomination of 
Taft. If this rule, never yet violated, 
should be followed now, the Taft dele- 
gates. from all regular southern con- 
ventions will be seated. This is the out- 
come which the Taft people confidently 
expect. 

The question of who will control the 
Chicago convention therefore seems to 
hinge primarily on which side eontrols 
the national committee in the disposal 
of the many pending contests. 

If either Taft or Roosevelt should be 
in control of the convention by a ma- 
jority of 100 or less, the question will 
inevitably come before the convention 
of giving the nomination to a compro- 
mise candidate, in the interest of party 
harmony and a chance to win at the 
polls. At present the talk of a com- 
‘promise candidate, although heard : in 
‘many parts of the country, has not 


_impressed ‘itself upon. the minds of the 


leaders. on either side. /The importance 
of the compromise candidate talk will 
depend entirely, on events which have 
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nucleus for the crystallization of senti- 
ment*for a compromise nomination. His 
course will be determined by events 
which have not yet transpired. | 

The one thing which seems clear is 
that the Republican party will perhaps 
eo right down to convention time with- 
out knowing definitely what it is to do.

‘VARIETY IN SANDWICH MAKING 


Falaaie: meat and fancy. filling 
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T is an art to make good sandwiches, 
and fortunately one: that is easily 
acquired. Giyen good bread and butter, 
a sharp knife; and patience, there is 


{no limit to the fillings that can be con- 


cocted. 

Use a fine-grained bread—the porous 
kind will not hold the fillings—and cut 
in even slices about an eighth of an inch 
thick, or thinner if the filling is not soft. 
There are special ‘sandwich loaves, but 
the ordinary square loaf cuts to good 
advantage and is cheaper. 

Where a girl makes a business of 


sandwiches it pays to buy special pans, 


so there is no waste in cutting. Crusts 
are removed after the sandwiches are 
made, and the bread is then cut in trr 
angles, oblongs, or circles. For the last 
band cutters ane used. For holiday occa- 
sions sandwiches are cut in stars, cres- 
cents, hearts, and for children in animal 
shapes, 

Butter must be soft, not melted: This 


expedites spreading and does not break. 


the thin bread. Be “areful in spreading 
that the bread is buttered on the op- 
posite side of alternate slices, or they 
will not fit. 

Butter both slices of bread, but put 
the filling on one slice only. Press on 
the top slice, and cut the crusts with 
a sharp knife. Put neatly on a platter 
and cover until ready to use with a 
damp napkin. This keeps the bread 
from drying out. The sandwiches can 
thus be prepared hours before needed. 

Sandwich fillings may be roughly clas- 
sified as sweet, meat and fancy, says an 
exchange. Here are a few nice fillings 
of-each grade.

Cold chicken, lamb, duck and game 
make a delicious and simple filling by 
seasgning highly with salt, pepper: and 
then moistening 
with rich cream—or whipped cream— 
until the mixture spreads easily. Minced 
ham or tongue is better when moistened 
with mayonnaise. Cold fish mixtures 
can be treated in the same way, but 
are improved by chopping olives through 
the dressing. 

A good fancy filling is made from 
cream cheese mixed to a paste, with 
French dressing, and seasoned with 
chopped green peppers and slices of 
olives. Another good mixture is made 
from the outer leaves of head lettuce— 
the hearts can be used .for salad—cut 
up fine, mixed with mayonnaise, and 
sprinkled thickly with crisp bacon cut 
in small pieces. 

Red pepper sandwiches afte artistic 
and appetizing. -Use the canned sweet 
red peppers, chop fine, and mix to a 
smooth paste with mayonnaise.

ENDING is a fine art when carried 


to perfection, but few there be -who | plished menders, beyond the average of | 


achieve success in this line. In every 
country in.the world mending has ever 
been considered women’s work, but only 
within the last decade has it attained to 
the dignity of a wage-earning business or 
a profession. 

{It is now possible to obtain in large 
tities a -professional mender, who will 
come to the house regularly, and once 
she has established herself you need not 
feel that you have to stay in to show 
her what needs to be done. She will look 
through the bureau drawers, “replace but- 
tons, tapes, ribbons, carefully overlook 
the wardrobe hanging in the closet, brush, 
mend and put in fresh lace, ruffles, etc. 
Such a helper is a boon to other profes- 
sional women who have'not time to look 
carefully after their own wardrobes, yet 
who must. be always well groomed. 

Other menders 
work home, particularly large pieces, and 
repair the garments at reasonable rates. 
When such a woman is fortunate enough 
to obtain a foothold in a large hotel her

On the other hand, the great- 
est care should be taken not to have too 
much stiffening. .That ruins the appear- 
ance of what would otherwise be a 
perfectly washed suit. You want just 
enough to give the linen body and yet 
not take away from its suppleness. 

In washing colored linens, excepting 
tans and browns, color all the waters 
and try always to avoid putting soap on 
colored linen, and also do not use water 
hotter than blood heat, allowing the 
linen to soak only a few minutes before 
washing it out and putting it in a sec- 
ond water of the same temperature and 
colbred. Three waters are generally enough 
for a colored linen suit. Where the suit 
is not much soiled two will be enough. 
The stiffening water must be colored 
just as was that in which the washing 
and rinsing was done. 

After wringing in the cotton sheet 
care must be taken in hanging — both 
coats and skirts for the. drying process. 
Fresh air for colored linen and sun for 
the white—that is the ideal drying pro- 
cess. House drying-never gives the sat-

AEQUIRES CHANGES IN 


ADELAIDE'S. TRAFFIC 


Mluch ‘Money and Many 
Acres to Be Used in Sepa- 
rating Passenger and Mer- 
chandise Handling 


WORK PROGRESSING 


(Special to the Monitor) 

ADELAIDE, S. Aus.—The expansion 
of business at the Adelaide railway sta- 
tion vards has rendered necessary the 
provision of facilities for dealing with 
the goods separate from ‘the passenger 
trafliic. 

With this object in view there are now 
in progress at Mile End, near the city, 
extensive works, and when these are 
completed the whole of the goods traffic 
will be dealt with there. 

The scheme is designed for future as 
well as present requirements, and the 
area set apart for the works in their 
entirety about 150 acres; but the 
actual land occupied will fall short of

The rough estimate of the cost of 


transferring the whole of the goods traf- 
fic from Adelaide is £400,000, and to 
date £170,000 has been expended. The

for the goods traffic than now exist,

STRATEGIC VALUE OF CAVALRY 
IS TOLD BY BRITISH OFFICER 


Aerial Reconnaissance Coming into Prominence and May 
Take Precedence of Horsemen, According to Brig.- 
Gen: H. de B. de Lisle of First Royal Dragoons 


(Special to the Monitor) 


LONDON—An interesting lecture on 
“The Strategical Action of Cavalry” was 
delivered recently at the Royal United 
Service Institution by Brig.-Gen. H. de 
B. de Lisle, an officer whose career in 
the army has been of no little interest. 

Originally joining the Durham light 
infantry, of whose polo team he was 
captain for 10 years, he saw much ac- 
tive service with the mounted infantry, 
and was finally appointed to command 
the first royal dragoons. 

Of all military subjects, he said, none 
had excited so much interest or such 
heated discussion as the employment of 
cavalry. Science was progressive, and 
had to be met by changes in both tac- 
tices and organization. We could _ not 
afford to ignore the increased power 
of modern weapons, but we should re- 
member nevertheless thai the moral 
qualities of the man behind the gun 
remained much the same as before. 

Colonel Henderson, he continued, had 
foreseen what it had taken European 
military experts some years to realize, 
that the successful handling of cavalry 
depended on appreciating at their true 
value the relative advantages of fire 
effect and shock action. The lecturer 
went on to speak of the manner in 
which Napoleon used his cavalry for 
strategical purposes in advance of, or 
detached from his army. He followed 
no general theories, but used his cavalry 
for special purposes, giving them clear 
and definite instructions on each occa- 


sion. 
reserve on a vague mission of explora- 
tion. He sent only as much as was 
necessary to a certain definite point, and 
specified exactly what he wished the 
cavalry to do. © 

In this connection, the lecturer pointed 
out, we had an interesting, and recent 
example of our own in which the whole 
of: our independent cavalry was closely 
supported by. a division of infantry. 
The case referred to was that of the 
relief of Kimberley by General, French’s 
cavalry division. -We were ‘inclined to 
look on this merely as an incident of 
which we had reason to be proud, but 
foreign. writers, regarding it from a 
military standpoint, described it as a 
brilliant feat of arms. ~ 

Aerial reconnaissance, the lecturer 
said, was coming more and more into 
prominence, and the time might come 
when cavalry would be used rather to 
verify information acquired by. air 
scouts than to procure this information 
in the first instance. 


Brigadier-General de Lisle coneluded 


by expressing his confidence that a 
cavalry like the cavalry of Napoleon, 
comprising the most dashing offfeérs of 
the army, and men who, on numerous 
battle fields, had shown the most reck- 
less valor, would still be able to achieve 
the same brilliant results. Cavalry was 
an arm of opportunity. Everything de- 
pended on its leaders, and wherever 
those leaders would go there the men 
would follow.

The mayor then sketched the 
careers of the previous Yarmouths in 
England’s navy. The first had been vic- 
torious over the Dutch in 1665; the next 
was commanded by Admiral Sir George 
Rook in 1704 and took a prominent part 
in the capture of Gibraltar, the third was 
afloat in 1747 and there had been a 
Yarmouth, a two-decker, which had en- 
countered both French and Americans at 
the end of the eighteenth century. 

In reply, Captain Alderson reminded 
the company of Yarmouth’s achieve- 
ments in the time of Edward III., when 
43 ships and 1075 seamen had sailed 
to the siege of Calais from that port 


alone, and in more modern times, was 
not Nelson a Norfolk man, and had he 
not received special honors from the 
town where a wonderful room in carved 
oak panelling closely associated with 
Nelson’s visits to the port was still 
shown at the Star hotel? 

A presentation ceremony took place 
immediately after the banquet in front 
of the town hall where the whole town 
had assembled to welcome and honor 
“our ship.” Near the platform were a 
body of men from his majesty’s ship 
Yarmouth as well as marines and blue- 
jackets. Acting as escort and guard of 
honor were unmounted men of the King’s 
Own Yeomanry displaying Yarmouth’s 
color in their yellow plumes. The mayor 
in his scarlet robes attended by the 
bearers of the maces and the city sword, 
the blue-robed aldermen and the town 
clerk in wig and gown made a pictur- 
esque and imposing group. 

The presentation consisted of three 
silver bowls, one the gift of the town 
and the other that of Lady Leicester, 
who had performed the ceremony of 
christening the ship, the third was pre- 
sented by Russell Colman on behalf of 
the Port Haven commissioners as a 
ship’s trophy for gun-laying.

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TRACKLESS TRAMLCAR 


TRIALS NEAR LONDON 
DEVELOP tilt oPEED 


(Special to the Monitor) 


LONDON—The question of traffic in 
great cities, and especially perhaps, the 
question of the superiority of the motor 
omnibus over the tramway system or vice 
versa, 18 one which has been seriously 
engaging the attention of county coun- 
ceils and authorities interested in the 
traffic question for some _ considerable 
time, 

Theré are many who argue that the 
laying of tramway lines in the narrow 
streets of the suburbs of London consti- 
tutes a serious difficulty and interferes 
largely with the ordinary traffic. There 
are, on the other hand, others who main- 
tain that the facilities afforded by a 
tramway system are far greater than 
any to be derived from a service of 
motor omnibuses, 

The fact is that whilst in some cir- 
cumstances the tramway would be more 
suitable in other circumstances the motor 
bus would be the only practical means 
of providing for the rapid conveyance of 
the public at a cheap rate. 


There is, however, yet another system 
which is claiming publie attention, 
is the trackless tram-car..

RUSSIAN PRISONER 
ARE ENABLED 10 EAn 
MONEY WHILE WELD 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON-+A special correspondent to 
the Standard was permitted by the chiet 
inspector of a Russian pgison to make a 
tour of the industrial section of a local 
penitentiary. The inmates of this es- 
tablishment are not under penal -servi- 
tude sentences, but are ordinary prison- 
ers committed to terms of detention, 
three ‘months to three 


varying from 
years. 

In the many well-appointed workrooms 
he saw tailors, bootmakers, carpenters, 
cabinet makers, book-binders, toy makers, 
hand loom linen weavers, bamboo furni- 
ture makers and so on, all employed at 
their respective handicrafts. There is no 
very strict imposition of silence, and the 
general air of the prison workers was 
distinctly cheerful. The convict crafts- 
man receives 10 per cent of the profit 
made on the sale of his output. This per- 
centage is accurately booked to his cred- 
it, and, on his discharge, the total 
amount of his earnings is handed to him. 

By way of example, a young shoe- 
maker was pointed out who, during the 
last six months of a three-years sent- 
ence, has already some 300 roubles to 
his eredit. Everything made to order 
or for ready sale in the prison is 50 per 
cent cheaper than the same articles in 
the town stores and magazines. This 
seems to be not altogether to the satis- 
faction of the town magazines. 

The unskilled+ convicts, though in a 
much less advantageous position, have 
also the opportunity to save a little 
money. They are hired out to architects 
aml builders, and other employers as 
day laborers, and, of course, they also 
receive the regulation 10 per cent of 
the sum total of their earnings. The 
system is said to be working admirably 
as the prisoners, on the expiration of 
their sentence, are able to retrieve their 
lost positions and to commence anew on 
the fruits of their prison labor. When 
requested to do so by a would-be em- 
ployer, the prison authorities furnish a 
written testimonial io the general good 
conduct,. industry and discipline of a 
prisoner while in detention. 


LONDON SHRIMP 
DEALERS WANT 
SUNDAY MARKET 


(Special to the Monitor) 


LONDON—The action of the city cor- 
poration in proposing to shut Billings- 
gate market on Sundays has been the 
cause of a protest on the part of fisher- 
men, shopkeepers and costermongers. It 
appears that Sunday ‘is the great sale 
day for shrimps, for on that day the 
poorer population of London enjoy them 
as a luxury. 

The court of common council has re- 
cently received a deputation to protest 
against the unpopular measure. One of 
the spokesmen was Holcomb Ingleby, 
M. P. for King’s’ Lynn, representing the 
interests of the fishermen of his con- 
stituency. He pointed out that the clos- 
ing of the market on Sunday morning 
would involve the loss of the whole of 
Saturday’s shrimp fishing. 

The member for King’s Lynn also laid 
stress on~the fact that the action of 
the corporation would, instead of en- 
couraging English trade, give assistance 
to the already strong tendency to im- 
port foreign goods into the market. Hol- 
land, as it was, had a growing export 
trade in shrimps with this country. 


ECLIPSE DRAWS 


INTEREST 


TO FACTS ABOUT THE SUN 


(Special to the Monitor) 
ONDON—The recent eclipse of the 


sun, which was of such interest to 


those living in the western part of Eu- 
rope, makes the sun itself a specially in- 
teresting subject. 

Most of us can remember the day when 
we learned with amazement that neither 
the earth nor even the sun was the cen- 
ter of the universe; but that, in the 
words in which Sir David Gill once began 
a lecture at the Royal Institution, Lon- 


don: “The sun is a star, and t&e stars 
are suns.” Our sun ‘is not a very big 
star either, it is about medium-sized, 


larger than some. stars and smaller than 
others. The nearest star, Alpha Cent- 
auri, is 270,000 times as far from us as 
the sun is. 

The sun is composed of various parts. 
The central body is at a temperature 
somewhere about 2000 degrees Centigrade 
above the boiling point of carbon. Far 
below this*temperattre every known sub- 
stance would become a gas. But the 
pressure inside the sun is so tremendous 
that when the light from the central 
body is examined in a spectroscope, the 
spectrum is similar to that of an incan- 
descent solid, One or more sun spots are 
generally to be seen on the protosphere 
or surface of the body of the sun. Many 
theories have been put forward to ex- 
plain them, but no explanation of their 
presence has yet been generally accepted. 

The chromosphere is a gaseous envel- 
ope, with an average depth of 5000 miles, 
surrounding the photosphere. Sometimes 
masses of gas are shot up from the chro- 
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mosphere and are known as prominences. 
They can be seen at a total eclipse of 
‘the sun, but now by means of the spec- 
troscope they can be examined at all 
times. The quiescent prominences hang 
like bright clouds over the surface of the 
sun, and many drawings have been made 
of them, and photographs taken which 
show the wonderful forms they assume. 
Sometimes they hang for several days 
in much the same place, and sometimes 
they move and change rapidly. The 
eruptive prominences rush upward to a 
very great height at a speed often 
greater than 100 miles a second, an al- 
most impossible speed, one would think, 
for particles of matter to reach. 

Outside the chromosphere is the corona, 
an envelope of great tenuity and extend- 
ing for a very great distance. It can 
only be seen during a total eclipse. 

Outside of this is another envelope, the 
zodiacal light. Very little is known 
about it, but it extends for an even 
greater distance than the chromosphere, 
chiefly in the plane of the ecliptic, and 
we do not know what it is composed of. 

The sun is rushing through space at a 
very great speed,-and of course it takes 
the earth and other planets with it. We 
know the direction in which our little 
solar system is at present traveling; and 
it seems probable that even as the plan- 

ets travel in orbits round the sun, so the 
sun itself may be describing a giant 
orbit about some unknown. body; or about 
some unknown point in space. But as 
far as we can judge at present, only the

Negotiations were, however, 
in progress with the foreign powers, and 
he hoped that some arrangement would 
be arrived at whereby it would be found 
possible to increase the customs, abolish 
the likin, and reduce the export taxes, 
rand he hoped that the income from the 
maritime and native taxes, which at pres- 
ent amounted to 44,000,000 taels, would 
be increased to 60,000,000 taels. This 
would enable the country to-pay theit 
foreign debts. 

With respect to the administration of 
the money, the President explained that 
owing to the lack of financial experts it

Lawyers Will Be Required 
in Making Settlements 


WASHINGTON—Enactment of the 
workmen’s compensation bil] now prom- 
Ises to be an act of the present Congress. 
The measure is now in the hands of the 
House, after favorable action by the 
Senate. It goes there with such pres- 
tige as can be given by the cooperation 
of two of the most solid and conserva- 
tive lawyers of the House~Brantley vf 
Georgia and Moon of Pennsylvania, the 
former a Democrat ard tl.e‘latter a Re- 
publican. » These two were members of 
the commission which framed the bill, 
just as a member of eacli party in the 
Senate joined in recommending the 
measure. 

Aside from doing away 
doctrine of negligence a basis of 
_ compensation, this measure is remark- 
able because it specifically passes the 
cost of industrial mishaps along to the 
ultimate consumer. ‘The bill instructs 
the interstate commerce commission, in 
' regulating the railroads, to consider the 
burden which the railroads will bear as 
a result of the new legislation. When 
the commission is deciding upon railroad 
rates it must give weight to the iddi- 
tional charges against the railroads due 
to the higher payments Lecause of ac- 
cidents. 

This is the first time such a policy has 
been speciticaly declared in federal legis- 
Jation. Senator Williams of Mississippi, 
and a few other membcrs of the Senate, 
were against the present declaration. 
They desired that the railroads should be 
forced to pay the compensation without 
the opportunity to pass the burden along. 
But it is not evident that much danger 
to the public is involved in the establish- 
ment of such a principle. The workman's 
compensation commission collected, sta- 
tistics indicating that the railroads now 
pay out a little more than $10,000,000 a 
year for accidents to employees. The 
commission’s estimate is that this cost 
will be increased to approximately $13,- 
000,000 a year. The gross returns of all 
the railroads of the United States in 
1910 was $2,750,667,435. This enormous 
volume of business must, according to 
the compensation law, stand an ad- 
ditional burden of perhaps $3,000,000 a 
year, or about one one hundredth of one 
per cent. This percentage represents: 
roughly the increase in. railroad rates 
which might logically be expected to fol- 
low the enactment of ae compensation 
measure. 

' The specific provision that the rail- 
roads may pass the cost along is not, 
however, so much of an innovation as 
at first appears. As a matter of fact, 
the roads have always reckoned damage 
claims as part of their cost of doing 
business, and those comparatively small ; 
items have always appeared in the fig- 
ures upon which the railroads have 
based their claims for rates. The speci- >} 
fic provision in the act is accordingly of 
greater theoretical than practical effect 
as to this particular industry. 
result will probably be to give the act 
a greater chance to secure the approval 
of the supreme court for, with the bill 
in its present form, the railroads_ pre- 
sumably cannot make validi claim that 

hey are being unjustly deprived of 
their property. 

From the standpoint of Workers m the 
industries, however, it is important that 
this principle: of. passing the accident 
costs along shall be incorporated in the 
federal measure. This law is likely to 
serve as a model for laws applying to 
other industries. Unless the principle is 
recognized that accidents are proper 
charges against the industries,it looks as 
though the time will be slow in coming 
when employees generally will be re- 
lieved of the present negligence arid fel- 
low-servant rules. Statistics quoted in 
the Senate were that in the past 10 years 
6000 men have been slain in the wars 
with Spain and in the Philippines, while 
during the same period the number slain 
and wounded in the industries was more 
than 5,000,000. In the case of industrial 
accidents the men injured and the fam- 
ilies deprived of support were left de- 
pendent .upon the uncertainties of the 
common law.

BLL TO SAFEGUARD 
TRADITIONS OF NAVY 
5 BEFORE CONGRESS 


Measure Providing for the 
National Incorporation .of 
Historical Society Probably 
Will Pass. This_ Session 


IS A FEDERAL NEED 


U.S. Charter Needed to Ob- 
tain Full Cooperation of the 
State Organizations, It Is 
Pointed Out 


WASHINGTON—Conegress 
ably incorporate the Naval History 
ciety, an organization which desires to 
preserve everything of interest apper- 
taining to the American navy and 
men who have made it. A bill providing 
for such incorporation has been unani- 
mously reported from the House com- 
mittee on library, and its passage 
through the House is only dependent on 
the ability of the library committee to 
get it up for consideration. 

There are numerous precedents for the 
enactment of legislation of this kind, as 
for instance the American Historical As- 
saciation, the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, the American National 
Red Cross, the National McKinley Birth- 
pla¢e Memorial Association, and others. 
The committee:on library says in its re- 
port on the Naval History Society bill 
that it knows of no instance. where the 
purpose of an incorporation has been 
|more purely national or more ‘entirely 
nonseetional than in this measure, nor 
does it know of any case in which the 
purpose of an incorporation has_ been 
more patriotic. Among the incorpora- 
tors are Charles Francis Adams of Mas- 
sachusetts, Admiral W. H. Brownson of 
this city. Admiral F. KE. Chadwick of 
thode Island, Admiral George Dewey, 
Henry A. Dupont of Delaware, Herbert 
L. Satterlee of New York and Congress- 
‘man John W. Weeks of Massachusetts. 
| The purpose of the Naval History So- 
iclety is to procure data, manuscripts, writ- 
‘ings and whatever there may be of value 
‘relating to the American navy's tradi- 
tions-and to preserve these by publica- 
tion or otherwise. The bill provides that 
all property obtained by the society is to 
be used and administered as a trust and 
not divided among its members. 

“The achievements of the American 
navy and of American seamen should 
be preserved in permanent form,” savs 
Representative Slayden of Texas. “The 
House recently has voted $30,000 for the 
preservation of the trophy flags of the 
American navy, now at Annapolis. The 
history of these flags should also be 
preserved, There is no department of 
the government. charged with such a 
duty. . 

“An incorporation is essential to the 
accomplishment of substantial results. 
There must be a legal organization to 
receive and hold gifts and subscriptions. 
It has been represented to the House 
committee that several liberal contribu- 
tions will be forthcoming as soon as a 
legal organization is perfected. 

“The proposed incorporators might go 
to any state or to the District of Col- 
umbja for a charter, but I hold it would 
hot be proper, to localize in that way.a 
movement which is distinctly national 
in its scope. Nor could a state charter 
accomplish the results ‘which are neces- 
sary in this case. Valuable material in 
the way of manuscripts, correspondence 
and books are now scattered among the 
several states, in private hands or in 
private libraries. Some little part of it 
is in state libraries. It is believed that 
a society dignified by a national char- 
ter could better command the sympa- 
thetic interest and cooperation of those 
in possession of this data than a so-4 
ciety having merely a state charter.”

INTEREST OAYS BOARD 
UF PROPOSED MERGER 


Declaring certain provisions of the 
} Berkshire, Springfield & Worcester trol- 
ley merger bill to be contrary to publie 
interest and to the established policy of 
the commonwealth, reference of the whole 
matter to the next Legislature is urged 
in a letter sent today by the board of 
railroad commissioners to the House com- 
mittee on ways and means before which 
the bill is now pending.

At one end of the elub cround® is a 
brick and stone memorial to John Eliot, 
marking the spot where he preached to 
the Indians in what was formerly known 
as Nonantum. Near the other extreme 
are the buildings of a college, from one 
of whose towers the mellow tones of 
bel] inform lovers of the royal and an-

One cannot wonder that 
the club members are proud of their 
playstead. 

The membership has heretofore been 
limited to 225. That limit was extended 
to 250 this spring to take in a number 
on the waiting list, and at present there 
is opportunity for a few more to join. 
On the membership roll are the names of 
residents of Boston, Brookline, Cam- 
bridge, Newton and places more remote. 
The club has over two score women golf 
players.- The fees and dues are as fol- 
low: Admission fee, $25; annual dues, 
men $40, women $20, family membership 
$50, non-resident membership $20. 


At one side of the clubhouse is a first 
class dirt tennis court. A winter sport 
of the organization is tobogganing, the 
clubhouse hill making an admirable nat- 
ural course, without the need of any 
chute. One may also enjoy skating. 
Last winter the spectacle was presented 
of golfers playing the course with red 
balls at the same time that a white- 
winged boat was wind. driven over the 
frozen surface of Strong pond a few rods 
away. The clubhouse is kept open the 
year round and an excellent cuisine is 
maintained, enabling members and guests 
to get anything from a sandwich to a 
full-course dinner. 

A point in favor of the Commonwealth 
Country Club is its accessibility, a single 
trolley fare bringing members to the 
Lake street station of the Boston Ele- 
vated railway on Commonwealth avenue, 
from which the clubhouse is only a few 
minutes’ walk. 

The founder of the Commonwealth 
Country Club and for years one of its 
most active promoters was the late Dana 
Estes. At first it had but nine holes. 
After its permanence became assured a 
more complete organization was formed 
and the course was doubled, making thie 
standard 18 holes. The club has been 
fortunate in having efficient and, pro- 
gressive Officers. Much credit is due to 
the past presidents, J. N. Hornblower 
and William B. Powell. This year’s ofti- 
cers are: President, Henry Thornton; 
vice-president, Edward W. Baker; treas- 
urer, Charles Frank Day; secretary, J. W. 
Ferguson Kennedy address, 198 Dart-

Last winter the spectacle was presented 
of golfers playing the course with red 
balls at the same time that a white- 
winged boat was wind driven over the 
frozen surface of Strong pond a few rods 
away. The clubhouse is kept open the 
year round and an excellent cuisine is 
maintained, enabling members and guests 
to get anything from a sandwich to a 
full-course dinner. 


A point in favor of the Commonwealth 
Country Club is its accessibility, a single 
trolley fare bringing members to the 
Lake street station of the Boston Ele- 
vated railway on Commonwealth avenue, 
from which the clubhouse is only a few 
minutes’ walk. 

The founder of the Commonwealth 
Country Club and for years one of its 
most active promoters was the late Dana 
Estes. At first it had but nine holes. 
After its permanence became assured a 
more complete organization was formed 
and the course was doubled, making tlie 
standard 18 holes. The club has been 
fortunate in having efficient and. pro- 
gressive officers.

RURAL SOCIAL 
WORK TOPIC OF 
BOSTON UNION 


4t a meeting of the Boston Social 
enion held Tuesday at the South End 
Industrial school the subject of “Rural 
Social Service” was discussed by invited 
speakers from Vermont, New Hampshire 
and Massachusetts. 

Miss Elizabeth Ross told what had 
been done in Brattleboro and in Jamaica 
Plain by the~-establishment of what 
might be called a household service cen- 
ter. 

Miss Helen Holmes of Kingston, Mass., 
gave an account of the work of the Vil- 
lage Club of Kingston, which through 
its committees on cultivation, conserva- 
tion, education, improvement and local 
history, plans for the interests of the 
village’s welfare and gives new ideals of 
community progress. 

Miss Holmes told what had been done 
by the immigrant population in reclaim- 
ing what had been considered worthless 
land. “The Italians of Plymouth,” she 
said, “have transformed Cherry street, 
into a prosperous vineyard. The Ger- 
mans are planting fruit trees, and a 
great many factory people own an acre 
of land which they are devoting to gar- 
dening and poultry.” 

The Rev. Mr. Ives of Andover, N. H., 
said there is a great waste of unused 
talénts in country districts and that the 
future of the mouritain farm lands de- 
pends upon the resumption of real farm- 
ing, which can only be brought about by 
keeping the people at home and giving 
them profitable employment. “They 
must first be educated to understand 
systematic farming,” he said, “and then 
when they come back to put it into 
practise it will be found that they will 
not put up with the old time shiftless- 
ness.” 

Rural social work which was started 
four years ago at South Natick was de- 
scribed by Miss Emily Babb who showed 
how old houses and barns might be util- 
ized for clubhouses and gymnasiums. 
Robert A. Woods who presided said there 
were now 200 village improvement so- 


-rieties working to better social and civic 


»onditions, and that rural social workers 
xooperating with city, workers were al- 
ready affecting state legislation.

JOPLIN, Mo.—The high price of zine 
sulphide ore in the Joplin district during 
the past week was $61, the base, per ton 
of 60 per cent zinc, having been $52 to 
$58.50. Zinc silicate sold from $26 to 
$30 per ton of 40 per cent zine. The 
average price, all grades, of zine was 
$54.50 per ton. The high price of lead 
ore was $54, and the average price $52.10 
per ton. : 

Never before in the history of this 
district was zine ore $7 per ton higher 
than lead ore, and seldom has zinc been 
even as high in price as lead ore. There 
is at present no competition in the lead 
ore market.

NEW YORK—Every now and _ then 
bond houses have trouble with a client 
who has bought bends above par and 
found at maturity that his principal is 
smaller than it was originally. The de- 
clining tendeney of bonds .selling at a 
premium remains a mystery to many in- 


vestors, who lose sight of the fact that‘ 


all bonds must be paid at par on ma- 
turity. 
‘Few have the time or inclination to 
puzzle over the intricacies of amortiza- 
tion schedules. Safety of principal and 
income are foremdst in their minds, but 
the desire to make a profit exists -wWith 
all. For that reason a strong prejudice 
exists against purchase of any bond ma- 
terially above par. 

Buyers of bonds above par should set 
aside each year part of the interest they 
receive to be invested so that at maturity 
of the bonds there will be enough of the 
interest invested to equal the premium 
paid, 

The small investor a considerable 
disadvantage the amount which he 
should set aside on each interest date is 
so small, amounting to only $4.30 at the 
first interest period on a 10-vear 5 per 
cent bond bought at 110 and $6.10 for 
the last period. .

REPORTED BY HARRY 
LAUDER TO LEAGUE 


(Special to the Monitor) 
LONDON—Harry Lauder, who told of 
his experiences as a miner, was one of 
the most interesting speakers at the an- 
nual meeting of the National Equine 
Defense League at Caxton hall, West- 
minster, recently. 

He said he was there to report the 
result of his mission to the House of 
Commons last year on behalf of pit 
ponies. He told the meeting that while 
working as a miner for 10 years he does 
not ever remember hearing an inspector 
make an inquiry on the subject of the 
pit ponies. 

One inspector, who had tried to con- 
trovert Mr. Lauder’s statements, was 
the generous giver of 140 prizes for boys 
who treated tkeir ponies with care, but 
in his opinion, human nature, unless it 
had reached low-water mark, does not 
require such an inducement in order to 
make it humane. His own experience had 
taught him that those who spend their 
lives with animals grew to love them, 
and cases of cruelty in the mines were 
very exceptional. It was, however, neces- 
sary to meet even exceptional cases. 

It would be time enough to expect a 
revort in about a month or six weeks 
on the working of the act, as there then 
would have been time to have proved its 
efficiency. He would like to see some 
of the money paid in income tax go to 
the protection of the wee ponies. The 
government say that they have no money 
to pay proper inspectors, but he, as an 
income tax payer, knew differertly.

OFFERS PROBLEM IN ETHICS 


Dr. Gilbert Slater, Lecturing in London, Sees Danger of 


British Tariff Reform 


Movement Tending to Ex- 


clude Later Broad Interests of Humanity as a Whole 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON—In the first of his series of 
university extension lectures on “Inter- 
state Relations,” Dr. Gilbert Slater dealt 
among other things with the interesting 
subject of the ethics of 
trade relations. 

The broad theory of international 
trade, he said, was that it was designed 
for the benefit of both parties; it fol- 
lowed, therefore, that to put any inter- 


iference in the way of trade between two 
It ! 


nations was one of the greatest busi- | 
ness mistakes which any country 
possibly make. 

After referring to the argument that 
free trade tended to keep back backward 
nations, Dr. Slater pointed out that Eng- 
land had already specialized in manu- 
factures and what was wanted was the 
widest possible scope in the markets of 
the world for the sale of her goods and 
the widest range over which she could 
purchase food and raw material for the 
manufacturing population. 

The general economic idea of free trade, 
he continued, was closely connected with 
the ethical idea that Britain ought to be 
equally friendly to all foreign countries,

while the imperial sentiment at the 
back of the movement for tariff reform 
was based on the belief that Britain 
ought to be more friendly to the self- 
governing dominions and the other parts 
of the empire, 

Here, he said, was a very delicate and 
difficult problem in international ethics.

in any sort of national feeling which 
might tend to exclude the later develop- 
ment of a strong sentiment of the broad 
and common interests of humanity as a 
whole.

| United States senators by direct vote of the 
| people. In doing tlfis the House found it 
— necessary to recede from objections raised 
by an important element on the majority side, the representatives 
from some of the southern states. Although a measure for which 
the Democratic party as a whole has stood through several years, an 
amendment to the resolution, offered by Senator Bristow of INansas, 
rendered it repugnant to many southerners. ‘This amendmetit placed 
the election of senators tnder control of the Senate as the election 
of representatives is now under control of the House. In other 
words, it made the Senate exclusive judge of the qualifications of 
those applying for admission to its councils. Experience with legis- 
lation of the force bill character had made the South doubtful as to 
the wisdom or safety of such a provision; it might, so it was held, 
be used at some time.to interfere with the choice of senators from 
southern states. | 
It became apparent, however. that this objection, if insisted 
might be the means of defeating the resolution, and William 
Brvan and other leaders in the Democratic party counseled 
recession in the interest of a measure of so much importance polit- 
ically to that side. ‘To be consistent, some of the southerners held 
out against the amended resolution to the last. On the other hand, 
while it was recognized as a distinctly Democratic proposition in 1ts 
original fori, and acceptable to northern Democrats generally. even 
if its amended fosm, not a single Republican vote was cast against It. 
Nothing céuld illustrate more pointedly or prove more eloquently the 
change that has come over Kepublican thought with reference to “the 
wild theories enunciated by William jennings Bryan” in recent 
national campaigns. 

Coneress has now gone the entire length of its power in this 
matter. Presumably, the resolution will receive promptly the signa- 
ture of the President. Three fourths of the Legislatures of the fortv- 
eight states must give it approval before the provision can be legally 
incorporated in the or ganic law. Only a few legislative bodies are 
in session at present! The Massachusetts L egislature has an oppor- 
tunity of being the first, or among the first, to declare itself.  .\ 
larger number: of Legislatures will assemble next winter, but some 
will not bem session for two vears. It is among the probabilities, 
also, as in the case of the income tax amendment, that the present 
amendment may be rejected here and there in the first instance. to 
be taken up again and again, in which case several years may elapse 
before a tinal decision can be recorded. All the indications, how- 
ever, point to early approval, except by a small group of the south- 
ern states. The point of present importance is that the issue is at 
iast squarely before the country. The people may. 1f they choose, 
elect Legislatures pledged to the ratification of the direct vote amend- 
ment, and verv likely this, in most of the states, is what will be done.

We do not 
believe that a man is to be denied citizenship. simply because he is 
that somewhat indefinable person, a socialist, any more than that 
citizenship ought to be denied to a man because he believes in protec: 
tion of the single tax. We pointed out some time ago in these col- 
wins that it had been shown in England in the budget debates that 
all taxation, for example, is socialistic in character, because it repre- 
sents a sum levied on a great number of individuals for collective 
purposes at the command of the state. Socialism, to this extent, is 


~an awkward epithet to use, possessing some of the characteristics of

This is a mistake, due to a geographical delusion 
which places the continent of South ‘America directly south of North 
America when in reality the Atlantic coast of North America is 
directly north of the Pacific coast of South Ainerica. <A glance at 
the map will show that the natural way of reaching the bulk of the 
Argentine and a large area of Brazil will be through the Panama 
canal and the Pacific terminals of the transcontinental railroads 
completed and building, instead of the Atlantic water route. 

Likewise, the Panama canal is bound to be fed to a large extent 


_by the railroads that are being built to connect the navigable head- 


waters of the Amazon and its affluents, across the Ecuadorian,’ Peru- 
vian and Bolivian Andes. ‘That unexplored region, now the chief 
rubber source of the world, but destined, in the opinion of many, 
to become a still greater wheat producing area, will thus be tapped 
from both the Atlantic 8nd Pacific sides; with the result that so far 
from taking away the traffic that goes down the Amazon the Panama 
canal will actually increase it by making the heart of the southern 
continent accessible to foreign enterprise on a large scale through 
rapidity of communications: 

So far as the commercial and economic aspect .of the Pan- 
American railroad is concerned, it appears a huge and infinitely 
ramified feeder to the Panama canal rather than the all-rail link. 
between the two continents. And as prospective formidable compet- 
itor to the. Atlantic route, it began long ago to stimulate enterprise 
for the improvement of the latter. Brazil, ‘after linking her railroad 
system with that of Uruguay and thus with the River Plate gener-

Potatoes. have been 
growing in southern Florida while the ships were bringing in pota- 
tges from abroad. The railroads are now hauling trainloads of new 
potatoes from Palatka and vicinity to northern markets. These are 
better potatoes than those brought from abroad. Every day, from 
now on, will add to the potato supply; the digging, begim down 
cn the edge of the Everglades, will creep northward until, as the 
season advances, the country will be successively eating tubers from 
Texas, Louisiana, Georgia, Alabama, the Carolinas, Tennessee, 
Arkansas, Kentucky and finally from the great middle and northern 
tiers of states. 7 

In the meantime, for those who like potatoes, the high cost: of 
living will be materially reduced while the supply of the table will 
be correspondingly increased. It remains to be determined, however, 
uow the average man can put away potatoes and other “necessaries” 
when they are cheap, so as to have a supply of them when they are 
dear. How would cooperative storage warehouses do? Or storage 


warehouses municipally owned and operated in the public interest ? 


Here is a matter, at all events, that it will do no harm to think about 
when potatoes are down. 
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MAYOR HARRISON of Chicago, in response 
to a city council resolution, has appointed a 
commission, composed in equal number of 
aldermen and private citizens, to inquire 
into the best method of conserving the resi- 
In Chi- 
cago, as in practically all of the larger towns 
and cities of the country, there is a strong 
popular desire for improved moral condi--: || 
tions and physical appearances, but there. as 
elsewhere, efforts to bring out symmetry, order, harmony and beauty 
are frequently rendered futile by individual or corporate thoughtless- 
ness, indifference or selfishness. Those who have at heart unprove- 
ments that would make for the comfort and pleasure and, ultt- 
nately, for the material benefit of all find their plans obstructed and 
defeated by others who have eves and ears only for 
for their own particular interests. 

Thus. a district of a community that is developing along dines 
that promise to lead to most desirable results ts frequently disfigured 
or ruined by some speculator in cheap apartment houses, by persons 
trom other districts who think they have found in this one a desirable 
site for an unwelcome public institution, by the garage builder, the 
second-rate hotel builder or the factory builder. In many cases 
police regulations alone prevent the erection of livery stables or the 
establishment of breweries or saloons in clean residence neighbor- 
hoods. It is a question whether police regulations, strictly inter- 
preted and vigorously enforced, could not be employed effectively to 
protect the residence districts of cities—the residence districts of 
the poor as well as of the rich—from the invasion of other things 
almost as unwelcome and obnoxious and sometiines fully as injurious. 

Conditions which Chicago seeks to change through the agency 
of the Harrison commission are not peculiar to that city: they are 
eeneral. They must be changed if city planning, as we have come 
to understand it in the United States, 1s to be carried on with any 
degree of success. The man who buys land and builds-a home in a 
given neighborhood, understanding that the district is always to be 
preserved for residence purposes, has a right to seek protection when 
business of any kind undertakes an invasion. There is room enough 
for all and there is a place for everything. Advanced humanity has 
always been impatient of invasion and trespass. If the laws of the 
several states or of the United States are inadequate to protect the 
citizen in any of his private rights, they should be amended. and 
strengthened, and in respect to citv neighborhood conservation in 
particular. since the civic thought of American communities is now, 
as a rule, righteously alert end earnestly seeking better things.

RECENT reports from 
hint at further. extension 
of government by commission, and in the 
other by initiative and referendum: and both 
under the incentive of radical inspiration and 
in attack upon traditional forms of repre- 
sentative government and carefully balanced 
powers. Such diametrically unlike devices 
for attaining a given end no doubt seem irrec- 
oncilable to some persons contemplating the 
American political situation: One group is for concentration, the 
other for dispersion of power: one group is democratically demo- 
cratic, another is aristocratically democratic; ‘one trend emphasizes 
the superior wisdom of all the electors, the other denies this and 
would give over government to experts retained by society to serve It. 

How far the radical yet aristocratic democrat will go is seen in 
the centralization of authority that now exists in the interstate com- 
Inerce commission, in the newer municipal commissions and in the 
proposal that finds expression in Kansas, namely, that the Legisla- 
ture be abolished and the state be run on the “commission” plan. 
How far the democratic democrat will go is seen in the rising tide 
of demand, not only for direct election of United States senators, but 
also for Presidents of the republic. It 1s quite freely predicted that 
the June conventions will be the last ever held; that ere another 
quadrennium is past yoters will have no one between them and direct 
expression of their desires, both as to nomination of candidates and 

choice between them. 

To note these diversely aimed but éeldigtialy similar attacks of 
contemporary democracy on older forms of it m the United States 
is natural, given capacity for discernment. But to write dispas- 
sionately about the dual movement from the standpoint of a student 
of government and also as a practical administrator is the good tor- 
tune of Prof. B. Moses, whose article in the May Atlantic is well 
worth reading. 

American republicanism is in the repair shop. Tt is being made 
over by the people who own it, operate it and will profit by its 
efficiency or lose by its defects, The process of reconstruction is 
not as dignified as that which evolved the constitution.
